Memo ry 
Returns 
After 
a 
Lapse 
o f 
Tw enty -Fiv e Years. 


Leaving one of life’s mysteries for­ 
ever unsolved and iinsolvable, Mrs. 
Maria Gorman passed a few days ago 
into the regions unknowable. 
D ying 
a pauper in the K in gston (X. 
Y .) 
almshouse, even to her last moments 
her crippled intellect strove in vain 
to grasp the fact that this was the 
}’ear 1 8 99. 


She remembered leaving 
Provi­ 
dence, It. 1., for K in g s to n ,X . Y ., only 
a few months before. 
T h at was in 
1 8 7 2 
. 
She was sure of it. How could 
it be 1 8 99? 
More than a quarter of 
a century of her life was a blank. 
It 
remained a blank until her death. 
It 
probably will remain a blank forever, 
for where she had been from the time 
she left Providence, R. I., in 1 8 7 2 
un­ 
til she arrived in Kingston, X . Y ., a 
few months ago no one knows. 


A quarter of a century and more 
ago Mrs. Gorman was young 
and 
handsome. 
L e ft an orphan, she had 
married when very young. 
H er hus­ 
band died, leaving her considerable 
property in Providence, R. I. 
She 
had n*) friends there, and friends in 
Kingsts n. X . Y ., invited her to visit 
them. 


W ith the intention of m aking the 
latter place 
er home, she sold her 
property, an» 
with $20,000 in cash 
in her posse?.^. n, she 
started 
for 
Kingston. 
T h at was in June, 1 8 7 2 
. 
T h e day she left 
Providence 
she 
wrote to her K ingston friends that 
she had started. 
Tw o days later her 
trunk arrived ii K ingston safely, but 
its owner, Mrs. Gorman, 
did 
not 
come. 


Days passed into weeks, weeks into 
months; still Mrs. Gorman delaved 
* 
%/ 
her arrival. 
Alarmed, and fearing 
the woman might have met 
with 
some accident, her friends tried to 
trace her movements from the time 
she left her home. 
T h ey found that 
Mrs. Gorman bad purchased a rail­ 
road ticket to Kingston and 
luid 
checked her trunk tlirougli to her 
destination. 
T h en she had hoarded 
the fast train for X ew Y ork , and that 
was the last anyone, seemingly, ha<l 
seen or heard of lier. 
Tlie passing 
years hroimht no word of the miss- 
o 
ing woman. 


A fte r tlirce 
vears 
elansed 
the 
friends of i\lrs. Gorman in Kingston 
died. 
Their ]) i*operty was sold, and 
among the articles disposed of 
at 
public auciiori was the old hair-cov­ 
ered trunk of l\lrs. Gorman. 


Tlie glih-tongued auctioneer 
re­ 
hearsed tlie meager details of 
the 
story of the strange disappearance 
of the owner of tlie trunk, and when 
it wa> iinally put up for sale there 
was some s]) iriied bidding. 
The pur­ 
chaser of the old trunk, however, was 
disappointed when lie examined its 
contents. 
It contained nothing hut 
w om ans clothing, rich and 
hand­ 
some, and dainty lingerie, and other 
articles dear to tlie feminine heart. 
X o letters or addresses hearing tlie 
names of any of the woman’s friends 
were found. 
With the passing of the years the 
story of the strange disappearance 
of ^Irs. lilaria Gorman was almost for­ 
gotten. 
T h e police had searched diligently 
for a trace of her. 
T h ev found notli- 
ing. 
It vras believed the woman had 
been fonlly dealt with, and the $20,- 
000 she had with her stolen. 
This, 
however, was mere surmise. 
X o facts 
to explain 
her 
disappearance 
or 
whereabouts could he 
brought 
to 
light. 
T h e mystery for 2 6 years was 
as impenetrable as ever. 
It was but a few months ago, how­ 
ever, that the woman, long thought 
dead, reached Kingston. 
She went 
about looking for her friends. 
She 
did not find them. 
T h en it was that 
she appealed to the authorities for 
assistance. 
Th e story told by the prematurely- 
aged woman was listened to incredu­ 
lously at first. 
T h e woman seemed 
surprised to learn that the year was 
1 8 99. 
‘TIow can that he?” she queried. 
^T left home.only a few dayS ago, and 
that was in 1 8 7 2 
.” 
As the woman was deemed insane 
slie was subjected to a searching ex­ 
amination. 
For a time she talked ra­ 
tionally. 
Then slie grew incolicrent 
in her speech. She had been taken i-l^ 
she said, while journeying from Prov­ 
idence to Kingston, and had 
been 
taken to a hospital and had been par­ 
alyzed, which accounted for not writ­ 
ing to her friends. 
She was unable 
to speak or write, owing to her par­ 
alytic seizure. 
A few days after she 
was taken ill, the woman said, she 
recovered and came on to Kingston. 
A very few of the residents remem­ 
bered Mrs. Maria Gorman’s strange 
disappearance 2 6 years ago. 
M hat 
hospital she was in the old woman 
said she could not remember. 
She 


had no money. 
A ll of her friends 
were dead. 
Her clothing, evidently 
once of rich material, was old and 
ragged. 
Friendless and homeless, a 
poor old wanderer, the 
almshouse 
commissioners of K ingston took her 
in charge and cared for her up to the 
I time of her death. 
Tlirougli the long halls and dimly 
liglited corridors the woman used to 
wander, sometimes crying, sometimes 
singing. 
She 
was 
harmless 
and 
could scarcely he called insane. Only 
the shining silver thread of memorv 
o 
had snapped short. 
To her oik3 could not ex]) lain that 
she had been absent from home and 
I friends for more than a quarter of a 
! century. 
She could not grasp that 
fact. 
So she died, the mystery of her 
! long absence unexplained. 
The consensus of opinion in K in g s ­ 
ton is that ^Irs. Gorman became sud­ 
denly insane while journeying 
to 
Kingston from Providence and wliile 
demented had her money stolen. Slie 
must have been finally committed to 
some asvlum, from which she 
was 
evidently discharged a few days before 
her arrival in Kingston. 
Strange to say, the woman liad all 
these years remembered her destina­ 
tion, although in other tilings 
her 
mind was a blank.— X . Y . Herald.

T he court of general sessions, in the 
criminal court building, fnrnislies stu­ 
dents of criminology ample opportu­ 
nity to make observations. 1 1 ere per­ 
sons accused of crimes of high and 
low" degree are arraigned daily. 
On 
Friday last, a criminologist claimed 
to have obtained confirmation of sev­ 
eral theories wdien in Part I., before 
Judge McMahon, six prisoners, all of 
different 
nationalities, 
were 
ar­ 
raigned. 
It was claimed that the of­ 
fenses with wdiich 
these 
prisoners 
were charged were characteristic of 
the inch nations of the criminal clashes 
of iheir muionalitios. 
T h e first prisoner was an Italian, 
Lucian Salvini, charged with stab­ 
bing a man in the hack, illustrai ing 
the treaclicrous character of t lie crim­ 
inal Italian. 
The French criminal, 
sly and crafty, was personified in A r ­ 
thur I.e Due, arraigned for stealing 
j a w’atch from the person. 
I'ollowing 
liim was a phlegmatic (Jcrman. wh<>, 
having deviated from tlie ex(*eplional 
honesty of his lellow-countrymen, and 
being ]) osse-^ed of a de>ire to steal, 
took the largest article in siglit, wliieh 
proved to he a bicycle. 
A negro, A l ­ 
fred Cook, w'as the fourth prisoner. 
H e had shot a man in revenge. 
Tlie 
crirnonologist seemed to have iaJlen 
down in his theory a*^ to this man, 
I except as to his revtmgefiil nature, 
since to have been truly eharacter- 
istic of his race llie negro should have 
slashed his victim with a razor. X ext 
came a Lithuanian, l) avid Aaron, and 
it is claimed that his craving 
for 
wealth led him to forge a note. 
Last, 
but not least, came a truly illustrative 
specimen of the crimonologist’s the­ 
ory. 
He was the typical irishman, 
and his name was ^\Tlliam Flaherty, 
l i e had been imbibing liquor too free­ 
ly and imagined that the saloon keeper 
had insulted him, and resolved to oe 
revenged. 
A knife he disdained to 
use; a revolver he w’ould not use, hut 
leaving the saloon, found his favorite 
w’eapon, a brick, wdiich he proceeded 
forthwdlli to hurl throngh the plate- 
glass wdndow’ of the saloon, wdiich act 
W’as followed by the usual result— a 
sojourn in jail.— X . Y . Times.

THE COLOR OF BLINDS. 


Scientific Opinio n o n the Ho mely Mattel 
o f Ho use Shades. 


Tlie remarkable and widelv-varv- 
ing properties of the elementary col­ 
ors which compose white light sug­ 
gest that the employment of screens 
as in the blinds placed over our win­ 
dows should he iouiided on a scien­ 
tific hasii^, says the l^omlon Lancet. 
Our knowledge of the projierties of 
each individual section of the spec­ 
trum is not exact, hut this much w’C 
do know’, that the rays of least 
rc- 
frangihility, the red rays, are w’ith- 
out direct chemical efiects, tliev oc- 
^ 
%/ 
cur at the heat end of the spectrum. 
On the other liand, the rays of the 
Iiiglicst refrangihility contain the vio­ 
let ravs which cheiiiicallv are exceed- 
ingly active. 
It is these rays whicli 
are concerned in photography 
and 
doubtless also in the great processes 
of vegetable nutrition and 
growth. 
The object of blinds is, of course, tw’o- 
fold— to keep a room cool 
and 
to 
screen out some of the light, so as to 
avoid tlie bleaching of coloring me- 
terials of the carpets and furniture. 
A t the same time sufficient light must 
be admitted so that the occupant may 
see without difficulty. 
What then is 
the best color for this purpose? Since 
light exerts the peculiar action due 
to the actinic rays which materially 
and w’holesomely affect the air of 
a 
dw’elling room care should oliviously 
be taken not to exclude all the rays 
that are so concerned. 
This ruby or 
orange-red material would he contra­ 
indicated. 
Abundance of light is in­ 
imical to the life of micro-organisms, 
GO that a material in some shape of 
a compromise should he selected. The 
best for this purpose is probably 
a 
delicately ocher-colored fabric. 9'his 
would screen part of the active light 
rays, and if of a fair thickness the 
greater part of the heat rays, while 
admittinif siiificient active ravs to al- 
o 
% 
low of a wholesome effect upon the 
room and its surroundings. Venetian 
blinds do not allow' of the granulation 
which i.- dc.-irahle, of tlie tone of light 
w’liich may he adjusted w’illi cloth fab­ 
ric. 
As i.> well known, exclusively red 
liglit ha- been ilimI as a therapeutic 
agent, and ap| ) arently with encourag­ 
ing re-ults, in inea-les. — Scientific 
American.
